Reviewing the history of the war, 
Sir Edward Carson declared that lack 
of men had been the chief reason for 
failure {n the Dardanelles and of the 
Serblan expedition. 

“The fact is," he declared, ‘we 
eannot win this war without this bill.” 

He declared that the opponents of 
compulsion had failed to reatize the 
ditfieulties with which the allies are 
faced, Turning to the labor benches, 
he said: 

‘Somebody has remarked that this 
bill is likely to lead to conscription of 
wealth, I say if industrial conserip- 
tion, or conscription of :weaith is 
necessary to the winnng of the war, 
why should we shrink from it? The 
country surely is willing to make any

PREMIER NORRIS 
OUTLINES POLICY 


Deals With Prohibition, Compul- 
sory Education, Women Suf- 
frage and Other Questions

WANNibivs, «au, th — Aduressing 
the legislature today, Preinier WNorrig 
outlined the general principles of his 
With respect to prohibition, 
he hoped the referendum 
would give a majority of votes for the 
1eform. If, however, prohibition did 
carry, the government would 
undertake a policy of strict regu-ation 
of the liquor traffic, and Curtailment of 
the number of licenses. There wer 
too many Jicenses in the province at 
the present time, 

Touching on education, Mr. Morris 
assured. the louse that the mew com- 
pulsory education law;wauld not be 
made. onpressive.. «Ample appr 
tlong ‘would be asked, so that the go- 
vernment could re-establish a school 
within easy reach of every child. On 
the bilingual question, he said the 
policy of the government iwas to make 
English the teaching language in every 
school. There woud have to be com- 
‘romise in handling this delicate ques- 
‘ion, and. there were indications that 
the varioug nationalities were anxious 
‘o reach an understanding. 

In a few days, said Mr. Norris, the 
famous Coldwell amendments would 
be repealed.

LONDON, Jan, 11 (11:20 p.m.)— 
The British official communicat.on is- 
sued tonight says: 

‘Last night was quiet. Today there 
has been consideravle artillery activ- 
ity on both sides about Hulluch and 
Ypres. Our artillery and compinea 
trench mortar and grenade practice 
has been particularly effective near 
Armentieres and St, Eloi.” 


French Report. 
PARIS, Jan. 11 (via London, Jan. 
12, 12:05 a.m.)—The following  of- 
| ficial communication was issued by 


the war olti€e tonight 

“Between the Ayre and the Oise, in 
the night of January 10-11, a strong 
tsyemy reconnoltring party which at- 
tempted to approach our lines in the 
region of Ribecourt, was decimated by 
our tlre, About ten dead and some 
wounded were left on the ground. In 
the course of the day our batteries 
caused important damage to the en- 
emy works in the sector of La Pom- 
pello, southeast of Rheims, In Cham- 
pagne, in an artillery duel, we effect- 
ively bombarded the German trench- 
es between Mont Tetu and Butte du 
Mesnil, To the south of St, Souplet 
our trench guns blew up two enemy 
blockhouses, In the Argonne our 
heavy artillery partly destroyed a 
German fortified work near Vau- 
quols.” 

Russian Report, 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 11 (via London, 
Jan. 12, 12:30 am.)—The following 
official communication was issued to- 
day: 


Western (Russian)front: The asit- 
uation is unchanged. 

“Caucasus front; On the Littoral 
front a fresh Turkish attempt to pass 
to the right bank of the Arkhsva 
river the night of the 9th was repuls- 
ed by our fire. At daybreak of the 
10th our troops entered the village 
of Tew, north of Lake Tortum and 
occupied its northeastern outskirts, 
Toward the southeast of the same 
lake our geouts the night of the Sth 
attacked Turkish forces in the region 
of the village of Ardest, and after us- 
Ing hand grenades attacked with the 
bayonet the enemy who had attempt- 
ed unsuccessfully to cut off our scouts 
from the main body, The Turks were 
dispersed, leaving many dead behind, 
Our scouts returned without  loas, 
bringing many pr'soners with them.

VinNNA, wan, 11, via London—The 
capture of Loveen, on the western 
Montenegrin frontier, ‘by Austrian 
forces, Was announced iby the war of- 
vce tonignt, Berane, in interior Mon- 
tenegro, on the river Lim, also has 
been taken, 

In the capture of Lovcen, a moun- 
tain 5,770 feet high, the Austrians 
have in their possession a Montenegrin 
stronghold that stood as a menace to 
their naval base at Cattaro, in south- 
ern Dalmatia. Loveen also is only 
about six and a haif mites to the west 
of Cettinje, the Montenegrin capital. 


LONDON, Jan, 11-—Montenegro 
being treated to a Steam-roller attack 
similar to that which crumpled up its 
iriend andéneighbor Serbia. The Aus- 
trian onslaught, which has been a long 
time in preparation, is now being pro- 
secuted with great ylolence, menancing 
several important petitions close to 
the Adriatic coast,

| Lieut..General Sir Charles Munro Details Attack on British Lines by | 


Turks on January 7th—Tells 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON Jan. 11.—An additional 
report from Lieut.-Gen, Sir Charles 
Monro concerning the fighting preced- 
| ing and the evacuation of the south- 
ern tip of the Gallipoli peninsula, was 
| made public tonight. It says 

“The Turks attempted a heavy at- 
tack on our lines Jan, 7 between 1:80 
and 3 p.m. Our trenches were con- 
| t.nuously shelled and from 8 to 4 p.m, 
the bombardment became _ intense 
The Turks also opened a heavy mus- 
ketry fire, 

"At 4 o'clock they sprang two 
mines near the western Birdcage and 
Fusilier Bluff, A quarter of an hour 
later they fixed bayonets all along 
our front. Their officers were seen, 
apparently endeavoring to make their 
;men assault, They were only guc- 
cessful in doing so on Fifth avenue 
and Fusilier bluff. 

‘The Staffordshires completely re- 
pulsed an attack, and a large propor- 
tion of the Turks who attacked were 
killed or wounded. Our cagualties 
were five officers and 130 men killed 
or wounded, ; 

“Aeroplane reports show that the 
aval fire on the left bank was mosi

“We got plenty of ammunition 
ready on the poop, and at 3.10 p.m.

deck with rifles, The gunners also took 
cover behind their guns.
